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fruited, polysiphonous specimen which I)r. Collins, with much 
hesitation, called Lito&iphon. Plainly, it was different from our 
Eogotrichum. I call attention to this problem, in the hope that some 
future worker may clear up this perplexing situation.—R. E. Semin, 
Brooklin, Maine. 


A Note on Phycolooical Nomenclature. —I called attention in 
a recent note 1 to the para-homonymy which had existed between the 
generic names CoriophyUu$ llydb. and Conophylluin Setch. & Gardn. 
until Setchell & Gardner in l niv. Calif. Publ. Bot. 16: 341 (1927) 
proposed for the latter the new name Asyinmetria. A similar case of 
purely orthographic variation exists between Jlcrjtophylhnn J. Ag. 
and HcrpophyUon Farlow. Here an additional source of confusion 
lies in the taxonomic proximity of the two genera of red algae so 
designated. Under Article 70, Notes 3 and 4, of the International 
Rules of 1935, the name llerpophyllon Farlow is illegitimate and must 
be rejected. 2 In its place 1 propose a new name, after Dr. Francis 
Drouet, American student of algae:
